Sister  Olive  Louise 
To  Retire  October  1985 


After  more  than  thirty  years  of  service 
to  Avila  College,  Sister  Olive  Louise 
Dallavis  announced  on  October  22  that 
she  will  retire  from  the  presidency,  effec- 
tive October,  1985. 

Sister  Olive  Louise  joined  the  college 
in  1952  as  a Music  Instructor.  She 
became  Dean  of  Students  and  Acting 
President  in  1960.  In  1962,  she  was  ap- 
pointed President.  During  her  tenure  as 
President,  the  name  of  the  college  was 
changed  from  College  of  St.  Teresa  to 
Avila  College,  and  the  campus  moved 
from  5600  Main  to  its  present  spacious 
location  at  11901  Wornall  Road. 

“These  have  been  very  exciting 
years,”  she  told  members  of  the  faculty. 
“The  job  is  challenging.” 

“There  is  one  big  ‘loose  end’  to  be  tied 
up,”  she  said,  referring  to  the  need  to 
raise  funds  for  capital  improvements  and 
endowment  for  student  aid. 

“Right  now  the  endowment  fund  is  the 
biggest  challenge  for  Avila,”  she  stated. 
“Financial  assistance  is  absolutely  im- 
perative for  students  to  attend  college  to- 
day.” 

Shortly  after  Sister’s  announcement, 
planning  began  for  the  establishment  of 
the  Sister  Olive  Louise  Appreciation 
Fund,  a $1  million  endowment  fund  to 
award  grants  and  scholarships  in  Sister’s 
name  to  deserving  Avila  students  from  all 
walks  of  life. 

The  fund  is  being  established  in 
recognition  of  her  “vision,  leadership  and 
unselfish  service  to  the  entire  metro- 
politan community  and  to  Avila  College,” 
according  to  Tom  Reardon,  one  of  the 
fund’s  organizers. 

The  Presidential  Scholarships 
available  through  the  income  derived 
from  this  permanent  fund  will  be  award- 
ed to  students  who  demonstrate  a 
capacity  for  scholastic  achievement  and 
a desire  for  a value-centered  education. 

Members  of  the  Avila  College  com- 
munity expressed  their  appreciation  for 
Sister  Olive  Louise’s  efforts  on  behalf  of 
the  college.

College  Board  of  Trustees,  said  he  will  be 
sorry  to  see  her  retire.  “She  has  so  many 
wonderful  qualities;  it’s  going  to  be  hard 
to  replace  her,”  he  said. 

Tom  Gordon,  President  of  the  Avila 
College  Booster  Club,  said  he  will  miss 
her  dedication  and  leadership.  “Among 
her  many  achievements  and  innovations, 
Sister  helped  establish  the  men’s  and 
women’s  collegiate  athletic  program 
which  quickly  became  a recognized  con- 
tender in  this  region  and  added  an  im- 
portant competitive  edge  to  the  college,” 
he  said. 

Sister  Olive  Louise,  a native  of  St. 
Louis,  received  her  graduate  degree  at 
the  University  of  Illinois  and  did 
postgraduate  work  at  the  University  of  Il- 
linois and  at  Catholic  University  of 
America. 

She  is  a founding  member  of  the  In- 
dependent Colleges  and  Universities  of 
Missouri. 

Among  her  numerous  civic  awards 
are:  the  Brotherhood  Citation  of  the  Na- 
tional Conference  of  Christians  and 
Jews,  the  Citizen  of  the  Year  Award  by 
UNICO,  and  a special  citation  for  her 
community  involvement  from  the 
Missouri  House  of  Representatives.
